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WILSON BREAKS WITH 
SECRETARY LANSING 



President Says No One But He 
Has Right To Summons 
Meetings of CrJbinet 

(By Associated Tress) 

Washington, Feb- 14— Robert 
Lansing ended his career as Sec- 
retary of State yesterday after 
President Wilson had accused him 
of having usurped the powers of 
the President by calling meetings 
of the Cabinet during Mr. Wil- 
son's illness. 

Secretary Lansing denied that 
he had sought or intended to 
usurp the presidential authority. 
He added, however, that he be- 
lieved then, and still believes, that 
the Cabinet conferences were for 
the "best interests of the repub- 
lic ; : ' that they "were proper and 
necessary" because of the Presi- 
dent's condition, and that he 
would have been derelict in his 
dutv if he had failed to act as he 
did.' 

As the record stands, Secretary 
Lansing tendered his resignation 
and President W ilson accepted it. 
The resignation was offered, 
however, only after the President 
under date of February 7th, had 
written to ask if it were true that 
Mr. Lansing had called Cabinet 
meetings and to state that if such 
"were the case he felt it to be nec- 
essary to say that "under our 
constitutional law and practice, 
as developed hitherto, no one but 
the President has the right to 
summon the heads of the execu- 
tive departments into confer- 
ence-"

Washington, Feb- 1-i — There 
will be no more resignations from 
the Cabinet as a result of the res- 
ignation of Secretary of State 
Lansing, it was said at the White 
House today. Lansing's resig- 
nation, made public last night, re- 
vealed the wide differences of 
opinion between President Wil- 
son and Secretary Lansing over 
matters of policy- 
Discussion today of Lansing's 
probable successor included John 
W -Davis, Ambassador to London, 
and Under Secretary Polk. 

Chairman Porter, of the House 
Foreign Affairs committee, com- 
menting on Lansing's resignation 
said he is not inclined to accept 
President Wilson's "new and nov- 
el interpretation of organic law." 
"There is nothing in the Constitu- 
tion," he continued, "which pro- 
hibits member.5 of the President's 
Cabinet meeting and discussing 
departmental matters. If we ac- 
cept the President's construction 
of the Constitution it would be a 
violation thereof for two of the 
Secretaries to hold a conference 
in the absence of the President-" 
He characterized Lansing's treat- 
ment as "liarsh-" 

Included in the day's develop- 
ments was a statement by Secre- 
tary Lane, who retires as Secre- 
tarv of the Interior March 1st, 
in which he declared he consider- 
ed himself "just as much respon- 
sible," as Lansing for calling Cab- 
inet meetings during the Presi- 
dent's illness. lie said Lansing 
obtained Lane's approval before 
calling the first meeting." and 
"presumably secured the approval 
of other members also."

Lincoln's Birthday, February 12th 
was observed at Eastern Kentucky 
State Normal by patriotic exercises 
in the chapel. An address by Presi- 
dent T. J. Coates on the life of Lin- 
coln was a decided feature of the day. 
It was a masterly presentation of the 
life of the Great Emancipator, told 
concisely yet covering the main points 
of his career, in narrative form that 
held the attention of all. Several 
patriotic songs were sung. The ad- 
dress of President Coates on the life 
of Lincoln was as follows: 

Students: We are assembled here 
this morning to honor ourselves in 
paying tribute to the majestic memory 
of Abraham Lincoln. The character 
of this great Kentuckain, this great 
American needs no eulogy from me. 
"To know him is an education in it- 
self" said one writer; and we are turn- 
ing aside for a short time today to 
know him a little better. In these 
critical times, it will pay us well to 
sit at his feet and learn of him. "Lest 
we forget; lest we forget." 

Abraham Lincoln was born in 
Larue County, Kentucky, February 12 
1889 ,of Quaker parents — Thomas and 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln. When seven 
years old he moved with his parents 
to Spencer County, Indiana, where two 
years later his mother died. He was 
foitunate in his stepmother who en- 
couraged the boy to try to make 
something of himself. I may remark 
in passing that there are few of the 
great men of the past who do not owe 
their success to some woman — 'gen- 
erally the mother, sometimes the wife, 
occasionally a sweetheart or perhaps 
only a friend. 

For 10 years young Lincoln engaged 
in the hard toil of frontier life. He 
assisted his father in hewing out a 
home from the\ forest gaining the 
name of "rail, splitter". In this humble 
toil he developed great physical 
strength which was a great asset while 
bearing of his mighty shoulders the 
burdens of a great civil war. 

In 1828 andhrdluhrdluuuhrdluuuuuu 
New Orleans and there witnessed the 
cruelties of the slavery system which 
aroused in the heart of the backwoods 
young man such a hatred for slavery 
as to color and direct his after life. 
He studied law alone; and, in 1832 
fought in Black Hawk's war advancing ' 
to the grade of Captain. In 1834 he 
made the race for the Legislature and 
was defeated. I have overlooked his 
removal to Illinois. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1837, married in 1842 and 
elected to Congress in 1846 where he 
did not particularly distinguish him- 
self. He opened his fight in 1854 in 
a debate with Douglas in the Legisla- 
ture over the Kansas-Nebraska bill. 
He was defeated for the Senate by 
Lyman Trumbull. In 1856, engaged 
in the celebrated Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bate before the electorate of Illinois 
resulting in the election of Douglas 
to the. Senate, but later losing him 
the Presidency; in 1860, he delivered 
the celebrated Cooper Union speech 
which stamped him as a corning man; 
later he was nominated for the Presi- 
dency on the Republican ticket on a 
vigorous anti-slavery platform de- 
feating such old war horses as Seward, 
Chase, Cameron and Bates. The Demo- 
cratic party nominated Douglas and 
Breckenridge. Lincoln was elected I 
and inaugurated March 4, 1861; on 
April 14, Ft. Sumter was fired upon I 
— and the war was on. I have not I 
time to detail the acts of Mr. Lincoln [ 
during the four long and pcrgatorial| 
years when it seemed that God was 
cleaning the Nation as by fire. Could 
the war have been avoided? No one 
can ever know. We only know that 
out of the bloodshed, the sorrows and 
losses of those years of anguish a 
mighty Nation was born — one country, 
one hope, one flag. 

My father fought on the losing side; 
but before he died, he often said to 
me, "We thought we were right; but 
it is best that the country was not 
divided." We shudder to think .of 
what would have been the result a 
little while ago when autocracy seem- 
ed on the point of triumphing if our 
country had been divided and unable 
to throw its mighty weight into the 
scale on the side of suffering demo- 
cracy. Four years to a day f rem the 
time Ft. Ft. Sumer was fired upon 
coin was 'murdered by a fanatical 
actor in Ford's Theatre, in Washing- 
ton; and the South lost its best friend. 
Paralyzed by death was the strong 
but pitying hand, the only hand that 
could have saved the South from the 
honors of re-construction, the great- 
est tragedy since Calvary. Such in 
brief is the story of the great Eman- 
cipator.

EMERGENCY BATTERY USEFUL 



Six Dry Cells, Securely Tied Together 
in Triangle Shape, May Be Stored 
In Compartment Under Seat 
and Out of V/ay. 

At least 50 per cent of the modern 
automobiles use battery ignition. As 
this system sometimes gives trouble, 
even in the most expensive ears, I de- 
vised a method for producing an emer- 
gency current as shown in the illustra- 
tion. This consists of six dry cells se- 
curely tied together in a triangle shape 
and wired in series with a four-foot 
j length of well-insulated copper wire 
attached to each of the negative and 
positive terminals. These wires are 
used to make connections with the 
storage battery terminals for start- 
ing the motor; then they are discon- 
nected. 

Batteries Last Long. 

The batteries will last a long time 
for this emergency work. If the stor- 
age battery gives too much trouble, re- 
move the filling caps and make sure

that the liquid is one-half inch above 
the top of the lead plates. Should the 
level be below this point, add enough 
distilled water to make up the defi- 
ciency. Xeep ull the battery and wire 
terminals bright by scraping them with 
a sharp knife about once a month, and 
make sure that there is no short cir- 
cuit In the dashboard switches and 
that no battery wire or other wire Is 
chafing against any metal to produce 
, a short circuit. In this way a battery 
may be kept at Its highest efficiency. — 
P. P. Avery, In Popular Science 
Monthly. 



TROUBLE FOUND IN BATTERY 

Fault Will Very Possibly Be Found :.r> 
Corrosion of Terminals — 
Current Retarded. 

If trouble develops In the battery 
which upon examination is found to 
be up to normal and yet is not deliv- 
ering enough current to furnish lights 
nor spark enough to Ignite the fuel, the 
basic fault will very possibly be found 
In corrosion of the terminals. When 
the terminals are covered with a hard 
green deposit no current can flow 
Sometimes this deposit is so hard that 
It takes a chisel to remove it 



"The engine of a car can be mis- 
treated frequently before It begins- to 
complain, but the finish can be mis- 
treated once or twice— then there is 
no finish left to mistreat," says Wil- 
liam II. Stewart, president of the 
Stewart Automobile school. 

"The lack of washing and the essen- 
tial, knowledge of not knowing how to 
wash a car will go further towards 
ruining the appearance than any other 
thing. The varnish of a new car is 
benefited and hardened by washing 
with clear cold water, but mud that is 
allowed to dry upon the body takes 
the oil from the varnish and leaves 
the finish mottled and streaky. Dirt is 
not the only enemy, for gases from 
the garage and even the atmosphere 
of some towns attack the finish of the 
car that is not frequently washed. 
First Remove Dust. 

"Begin by cleaning the top. Take a 
good stilt" brush and remove the dust, 
then either sponge or use a soft cloth 
with warm water and pure soap. A 
Chamois kept especially for the pur- 
pose will tend to hasten the crying ami 
the top must not be folded until it is 
thoroughly dry. 

"The upholstery, if of cloth, Is best 
cleaned by sponging with water con- 
taining a little salt and alcohol. If of 
leather a woolen cloth dipped in clear 
water to which a few drops of ammo- 
nia has been added is best. 

"In cleaning the body, be sure to re- 
move the nozzle of the hose and flow 
the water over every part of the body. 
This will serve to wash off most of the 
dust and also loosen the mud. In 
cases where the car is very dirty it is 
best to do this and then let it stand 
for a few minutes before going over it 
again with the hose. Then take a soft 
sponge and follow the hose over the 
body. If certain portions are grease 
spotted those should be washed sep- 
arately with pure water and castile 
soap, but except in this one instance 
soap of any kind should be avoided oi> 
the body. 

To Get at Grease. 

"The road oil and grease that colleci 
on the running gear require differem 
methods of removal and also other 
tools. Special brushes will get at the 
grease in inaccessible comers. In Un- 
case of the wheel hubs, care should hi 
• ;-cu -.o prevent water and grit work 
tog hito the bearings. The chamo^ 
used on the body should never be uset 
oil the ruuuing gear, a separate cha 
-aeis being kept for this one purpose 
A heavy accumulation should never be 
taken o*ff by dusting. It should be 
made to flow off with the hose. If yot 
wish to use a body polish beware ot 
the ntany inferior grades on the mar- 
ket. If any, you should use the ver\ 
best grade obtainable."

CONSERVE FUEL AND MONEY 



Twelve Excellent Rules Formulated 
for Benefit of Owners — Short De- 
livery Is Likely If Details Are 
Overlooked. 

Tolnts for motorists to .remember 

when purchasing gasoline have been 
formulated by the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, with a 
view to conserving gas and saving 
money for the car owners. He is ad- 
vised as follows : 

1. Urge your dealer to make a daily 
test of the accuracy of his gasoline 
measuring pump with a> standard Gve- 
gallon measure. 

2. On pumps making one-gallon de- 
livery, see that the pump operator 
makes a full stroke and that thejpiston 
travels its full length. 

Watch Indicating Device. 

3. Watch the counter or indicating 
device on all pumps provided there- 
with. 

4. See that the operator drains »the 
delivery hose. 

5. On pumps provided with gradu- 
ated glass-cylinders, see that tho gaso- 
line reaches the proper graduation. 

6. Beware of the filling stations 
where the delivery is outside and the 
pump inside the building. 

7. Operators should willingly test 
pumps in the presence of the autoist 
with the five-gallon standard measure 
sealed by the local inspector of weights 
and measures. 

8. Short delivery gasoline Is some- 
times caused by leaks in the supply 
line to the pump. This condition causes 
the pump to deliver air instead of 
gasoline and can be detected by the 
sputtering sound. 

9. If the gasoline is low in the sup- 
ply tank, short delivery is likely to re- 
sult. This can be detected by the ir- 
regular How of gasoline and the sput- 
tering sound. Such a condition is fre- 
quently encountered where portable 
filling tanks are used. 

First Delivery Short. 

10. The first delivery made by a 
pump after it has been standing idle 
for some time is invariably short. This 
Is caused by the gasoline already in 
the measuring chamber leaking back 
into the dealer's supply tank through 
a leaky check valve. 

11. View with suspicion a gasoline 
delivery hose attached to a well In the 
curb. It Is impossible to properly drain 
a hose so installed, and adequate meas- 
ure cannot be obtained unless this is 
done. 

12. In rare cases pumps may be de- 
liberately manipulated to deliver short 
amounts through the changing of meas- 
uring adjustments. 



CAREFUL DRIVING IS 
DUTY OF MOTORISTS 



Driver Should Always Be Vigilant 
to Avoid Accident. 



ARE YOU A "GOWAG?" 

The suggestion Is made that 
every motorist become a "go- 
wag." The word is coined to 
remind the motorist of the five 
things he should always watch 
if he would avoid trouble in 
keeping his car running. A "go- 
wag" lives up to his name by ♦ 
remembering : 

G stands for gasoline ; always < 
have a sufficient fuel supply. 

O for oil ; plenty of it and the j 
right kind. 

W for water; even motors t 
have a terrible thirst. 

A for air; tires must be In- 
flated to the correct pressure. 

G (final) for jrease; give 
those grease cups the turns re- 
quired. And don't forget the 
springs. 



Putting His Luck to the Test. 

In old Japan, when a man wanted to 
get a wife, he went to the house of 
the girl whom he fancied and threw 
one of his shoes into the yard. If 
the shoe was picked up and taken in- 
side by her, he looked for a favorable 
issue; but if it were cast out again, 
be went away disconsolate. 



Maintenance of Car in Good Condition 
Is Next Consideration and Fre. 
quent Inspection, Especially of 
Wheels, Is Needful. 

Prevention of accident is the ever- 
present duty of all motorists. The 
driver should always be vigilant to 
prevent disaster. Careful driving Is, 
of course, the first consideration, the 
Idea being to always avoid risk. 

Next comes the maintenance of the 
car in good condition. This requires 
frequent inspection, especially of the 
wheels. Wheel trouble Is too fre- 
quently overlooked and the condition 
of the spokes neglected. Loose spokes 
make the car unsafe in sudden emer- 
gencies, with terrible results in some 
cages. 

The first Indication of Toose spokes 
are squeaks and p^lnt cracks where 
the spokes join at the hub or rib. The 
eraclrs show that the wood has shrunk. 
If not attended to promptly, the 
spokes work looser, till the stability 
of the wheel is seriously impaired. 
Then, at a critical moment, the wheel 
collapses. 

The motorist should jilways take 
time to see that the ifneels of his 
car are in good running order, for 
still otlner reasons. It is much easier 
and less expensive to correct defects 
in their early stages than later on. 
Again, tuisound and insecure wheels 
cause all other parts of the car to de-" 
teriorate more rapidly, than they would 
otherwise. If the wheels do not run 
true the tires soon wear out, the 
chassis is warped out of shape and the 
foundation on \v;hich the motor rests 
weakens so that the mechanism works 
under tinnecessary and ruinous strain. 

Neglected wheels soon reduce a car 
to a condition of useless junk, where- 
as a little care /as occasion demands 
adds greatly to I its life, pleasure and 
security.
